HE present political 
situation in Britain [a

of Mr Eden’s health. If It 
does not allow him to wear 
Sir Winston’ Churchill's 
mantle after he has decided 
to surrender it, then Mr 
R. A, Butler is there wait- 
ing patiently for it to 
descend on his shoulders, 
The struggle (if it can be 
put as high as that) is not, 
therefore, a very vigorous 
one, for the elements 
involved are not the sort to 
make a public display of 
the fssue,

He was still aboard when the 
last visitor had answered the 
Jast cry of “AN visitors onshore, 
please!”

By stowing away aboard my 
ship he was breaking bail. 


Gave_Himself_Up 


H gave himself.up to tho Chief 
Purser when we were six 
or soven hours out. He had 
made no attempt to hide, It was 
natural cnough for him to be 
mistaken for a passenger. 

It takes a cay: or'so to check 
the passengee Hsts, and until 
then table-cards are not handed 
cut.’
